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John Atkin with a peregrine falcon. 


Without proper management, as 
many as one-third of all diurnal 
birds of prey may become extinct 
in the next 20 years. Of the 28 
species of raptors that breed in 
California, 21% are listed as en- 
dangered species and 39% are 
species of special concern because 
of declining populations. 

At the January Members’ Meet- 
ings, John Aikin, the Director of 
the Avian Conservation Center at 
the San Francisco Zoo, will discuss

the importance of avian conserva- 
tion and the efforts of the interna- 
tional zoo community to save 
endangered species. 

Captive propogation (ex situ 
conservation) is a useful and im- 
portant tool for the preservation 
and recovery of endangered avian 
species when it complements 
habitat conservation and sound 
management practices. As 
ecosystems falter and animals are 
displaced from nature by human 
activities, the world’s zoos may be 
the only hope for the survival of 
some species. Mr. Aikin will dis- 
cuss current strategies and applica- 
tions that zoos are using to 
engineer the long-term survival of 
some species. He'll review the suc- 
cess of avian reintroduction pro- 
grams where 25% of attempts 
have resulted in establishing 
breeding populations. The Avian 
Conservation Center has partici- 
pated in programs involving rein- 
troductions of peregrine falcons, 
bald eagles, Harris’ hawks and 
barn owls. The Center is hoping to 
move outside of San Francisco to 
enlarge its facilities. This move 
could enable the Center to con- 
tribute to the California condor 
breeding program by providing 
breeding facilities for as many as 
10 breeding pairs of this magnifi- 
cent, imperiled vulture.

“beautifying the bride” and is

In the European-American tradi- 
tion, a woman made a special 
wedding quilt for her trousseau 
and a crib quilt for the birth of 
her first baby. 


Rekha Joshi — East Indian 
Rangoli (Wednesdays to Sundays) 
Using colored rice powders, 
Gujarati women draw mandalas 
on the threshold of the house to 
seek divine favors and blessing 
during family rites of passage.

On Sunday, December 1, 1991, 
more than 12,000 Far Side en- 
thusiasts participated in the 
seventh annual Run to the Far 
Side. This zany and popular event, 
a tribute to the cartoon creations 
of Gary Larson, continues to grow 
in popularity each year. Many run- 
ners came dressed as their favorite 
Far Side characters — cows, jelly- 
fish, slugs from outer space, amoe- 
bas, dinosaurs, and the first-place 
winners, “The Larson Family.’

Dr. Leonard Shlain has been a 
medical surgeon for the last 27 
years and for the past 10 years has 
been lecturing widely on the con- 
nection between art and science.
